‘existing 3,500 or 3,600 species In their famous gardens. 

Located in central Florida, Cypress Gardens consist of 120 
neres of land plus two lorge lakes. Forty-eight specially trained 
fardeners are required to maintain the property. 

Opened by Mr and Mrs Pope In 1932, the Gardens have 
been steadily expanded and improved until now they attract 
some 1,300,000 visitora per year. 

The search for new plants never ends. Every. summer Mr 
and Mrs Pope go to some specific place and manage to bring 
back between 50 and 60 new varieties, 


Valuable Knowledge Gathered 


“Naturally, a great deal of valuable knowledge is gathered 
by visits to local botanical gardens,” says Mr Pope, “but you'd 
be surprised how many unknown plants we find in private 
gardens,” 

“Many people,” he continued, “send us unusual specimens 

but mostly we do the Meld work ourselves.” * 

Thelr most remarkable find? Why, a tree that grows a 
square trunk! They got one through o botanist In Panama ond 
replanicer It in Florida. ns 

“You might suy it's the Jumberman’s dream,” jokes Mr Pope. 
"Where clse could you get your timber ready cut!"
